During the current yeur between 
10,000 and 17,000 recruits ‘are re- 
quired, and no diMculty is ‘being ¢x- 
perienced in finding them. Only in 
the direct entry branch fur artificcrs 
is there any serious shortuge, and 
even ‘here there Has recently been a 
marked improvement, 


The Navy could, however, do with 
more cooks. It is believed that, if 
the exceptional opportunitics which 
the service: offers men in these 
branches were more fully reolised, 
there would .be no lack of anpli- 
cants, 


Of the 11,508 recruits “in the’ 12" 
months up to March 31, 9,001 were 
from England, 1,123 from Scotland, 
318 from Wales, 264 from Northern 
Ireland, and 212 from the Dominions, 
Colonies, and outlying islands.

HE crossing of the Atlantic by 
fiying-boats has been much in 
the public cye, and the performances 
of Cumbria, Caledonia, and Clipper 
excite admiration on all sides. The 
average speed of about 150 miles an 
hour leaves one breathless. 

It may come to many a5 a surprise 
that certain frail feathered creatures 
have carried to success a similar 
eust-to-west Might.

How Post Office 


“Unstuck” 
Hohgkong Stamps 


Investipntions following complaints 
from renders of lack. of mucilage on 
Hongkong 20-cent stamps have 
brought forth a remarkable explana- 
tion. 


When supplics of King George Vv 
stamps became exhausted last year, 
{he Hongkong . postal authorities 
ordered fresh ‘supplies of 1-cent, 
4-cent and 20-cent stamps from Lon- 


don. 


Apparently the stamp printers in 
London were experimenting with a 
new type of summing machine when 
the Hongkong order arrived. The 
order was printed and the new stamps 
were despatched to Hongkong. 
When the parcel arrived at the G.P.O,, 
however, the sheets of stamps had 
congeated Into a perfect block of 
paper. - 


‘There was only one way to 
separate the sheets, The congealed 
mess was thrown Into a dish of hot 
water and the laborious task of cure- 
fully separating ench sheet was done 
by coolles. ‘It look time, but Hong- 
kong postal authorities breathed 
freely again when the philatelic idea 
of ungumming stainps with warm 
water proved successful, 


Many of the stamps were torn and 
had to be discarded, but a suMcient 
supply of l-cent, 4-cent and 20-cent 
stamps, all without mucilage, has 
been salvaged to prevent a shortaye 
before new supplies arrive at the end 
of this month, -

Transatlantic 


HE crossing of the Atlantic by 
flying-boats has been much in 
the public eye, and the performances 
of Cambria, Caledonia, and ‘Clipper 
excite admiration on all sides. The 
erage speed of about 150 miles an 
hour leaves one breathless. J 

It may come to many as o surprise 
that certaln frail feathered creatures 
have carried to success a similar 
cust-to-west fight: 

Thus in December of 1927 a large 
flock of lapwings reached Newfound- 
land from Europe, Ordinarily, the 
lapwing is unknown In America, and 
the birds undoubtedly came from 
Britain, for they Included one which 
had been ringed as a chick In Cum- 
berland. After reaching Newfound- 
land they spread farther west Into 
the mainiand of America. 

The distance covered by the flock 
was some 2,200 miles, and was prab- 
ably accomplished in 24 hours, at an 
average speed of 92 miles an hour, 
There ‘was a-stronizg casterly wind 
blowing on the occasion, almost 
directly behind the birds, The 
Meteorological OMce estimated the 
velocity of the wind at about 65 
mop.b. at 1,000 fect. 

It Is possible that the flock ‘wos 
alming for Ireland—there ‘fs regular 
migration of lanwings from both the 
Continent and Britain into Ireland— 
but overshot the mark owing to the 
strong tall wind.

MISSING 
MUCILAGE 
MYSTERY 


How Post Office 
“Unstuck”’ 
Hongkong Stamps 


Investigations following complaints 
from readers of Inck of mucilage on 
Hongkong 20-cent stamps have 
prought forth a remarkable explana- 


tion. 


When suppiles of King George Vv. 


stamps became exhausted: last year, 
the Hongkong postal uuthoritles 
ordered fresh supplics of 1-cent, 
4-cent and 20-cent stamps from Lon- 


don. 


Apparently the stamp printers in 
London were experimenting with a 
new type of summing machine when 
the Hongkong order arrived. The 
order was printed and the new stamps 
were despatched to Hongkong. 
When the parcel arrived at the G.P.O., 
however, the sheets of stamps had 
congealed into a perfect block of 
paper, 


There was only one way to 
separate the sheets. The congealed 
mess was thrown into a dish of hot 
water und the laborious task of carc- 
fully separating cach sheet was donc 
by coolies. 
kong postal authorities breathed 
freely aguin when the philatelic idea 
of ungumming stamps with warm 
water proved sucessful. 


Many of the stamps were torn and 
had to be discarded, but'a sufficient 
supply of I-cent, 4-cent and 20-cent 
stamps, all without mucilage, has 

- been salvaged to prevent a shortage 
before new supplies arrive at the end 
of this month.

To London. With 
.. Delegation 


London, Jan. 12. . 
’ An Anglo-Irish conference 
will be held in .London on 
January 17, and will be attended 
by Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the 
British Prime Minister, and Mr. 
Eamon De Valera, chief execu- 
tive of the Irish Free State, it 
is officially announced. * 

The purpose of the conference is 

to discuss questions affecting the rela- 
tlons of the two countries. 
' The:Iilsh delegation will consist of 
Mr."De Valera, Mr, Scan Lemass. 
Minister for Industry, Mr. Sean 
McEntee, Minister of Finance, . and 
Dr, James Ryan, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Mr. Chamberlain will be ace 
companied by Mr. Malcolm Mnac- 
Donald, Scerctary of State - for 
Dominions, and Sir Samuel Hoare, 
who has special duties In connection’ 
with the North of Ircland. - 

All questions of common Interest 
will be open to discussion, but there 
will be no fixed agenda until the 
first day's conversations show whether 
there is any prospect of the conver- 
sations being useful. Hence the first 
consultations are entirely preliminary, 
and they are an outgrowth from ‘n= 
formal talks between Mr. MacDonald 
and Mr. De Valera as occasion offered 
in London or Geneva. s 

The subjects contemplated, if carly 
deliberations are promising, are de- 
fence, finance and agriculture, under 
general headings. Then there may 
be discussion of a comprehensive trade 
agreement and a coal and cattle pact. 

It 4s possible the question of the 
partition of Eire (which is the Free 
State) and northern Ireland may be 
‘raised. But the appointment of 
diplomatic representatives abroud will 
not be raised as this Is a matter of 
internal pollcy with Elre.—Reuter.
